The 39 Infantry Regiment In Nevyokop 


1, During 19U7-U8, the 39 Infantry Regiment was located in Nevrokop and was quartered 
in the city's new barracks# It was attached to 7 Infantry Division at Dupnitsa* 
The regiment cCnsitted of approximately 970 men, 50 noncommissioned officers, and

The 1 Army Hospital and NCO Training School in Pleven (July 19li7) 

Th. 1 Artnv Hosoltal in Pleven Is the former 9 Divisional Hospital, Pleven. Ihe 

SUttlTs inny camp area in the southern end' of Pleven on the Lovech highway. 

The hospital is divided into four sections as followsj 

a. Internal sectionj 

b. X-ray sectionj 

c. Surgical sectionj and 

d. Skin and venereal diseases section. 

The hospital has approximately eight wards with five to 

number of beds can be doubled in cases of emergency. According to health require 
ments, each patient should be allowed 21 cubic meters of air and one-sixth of the 
wall space should be made up of windows. The air space per man at the 1 Array 
Hosplti was approximately 1$ cubic meters and there were not enough windows. 

During 19hls the hospital was not fully occupied. 

The hospital staff consisted of the followings

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21. The hospital was poorly organised and often lacked pharroaceutioal products which 
had to be ordered from Sofia. The products idiich wore most scarce wore calcium 
gllconate (sic), neo-salvarsan, and ultraseptll. Food at the hospital was 
satisfactory. 


22. The hospital warehouse included 20 sots of field aid stations (tents). Each of 
tt»Be stations included 20 bods, two stoves, and a folding floor-mat. The tents 
were approxLraatoly 1$ x 6 meters in size, and five meters high in the center. 

23. A school for training noncommissioned officer medics was attached to the 1 Army 
Hospital. The training course comprised a IJ-month curriculum^ 

~~~ end had 75 noncommissioned 

orricers chosen from all typos of services with the exception of the Trudovaks. 

These had a similar school at Shumen. 

2li. At the completion of their training, the men wore sent to regimental aid stations 
as candidate noncommissioned officer medics. The four men who completed the course 
with the highest grades had the privilege of choosing their post. .The graduates 
received diplomas as medics and the non commissi one d grade after a 3-raonth successful 
ooin)l*tion of internship with their unit. The diplomas were issued by the Pleven 
school. In certain cases noncommissioned officers who had served efficiently for 
over two years wore recalled for supplementary training at the 7 Divisional Hospital 
in Dupnitsa. After successful completion of the course, they were appointed heads 
of regimental aid stations witti the rank of Junior Lieutenant.

26, The students had to take a written examination in all of the subjects listed in 

Para, .25 above at the end of each month. They were graded on the 12 -point system. 
The students had five hours of theory every morning and three hours of practical 
training in the afternoon. The latter was carried out at the 1 Anttiy Hospital and 
at the First and Second City Hospitals. 


27. At the completion of training, the students were subjected to an examination in 
front of a h-man commission consisting of the commanding officer and of a few 
doctors, (Dr. IVMOV (fnu), Dr. lETROV (fnu), and, during 19U7, Dr. Petur KOLAROV, 
at present Minister of Health.) The exam lasted 15 dJ^s.

30. All men in the training school were equipped with the weapons assigned to them 
in their original units. 
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The Muaomishte Irrigation System (1^ May 1953) 

31* thxring the spring of 1952, work started on the construction of a new irrigation 
system in the Musoraishte (N 14.1-33, E 23~l47), Nevrokop Okoliya, area. A pump 
station was constructed approximately 20 meters south of the Toplika canal. The 
pTjmp’s pressure, is to be 27 atmospheres. The pressure will be increased if the 
project is expanded as planned. 

32. A channel built of concrete pipe iiO centimeters in diameter will carry the water 

from the pump station to the top of a small height approximately l 50 meters distante 
This channel has been completed. Irrigation channels beginning at the top of the 
height will carry the water throughout the farm area. These channels are now under 
construction. A pipe line carrying water from the Mesta Eiver to the pump station 
is also under construction. 

33* According to plais, the irrigation system should be completed and operating ty 
August 1953. The system will irrigate approximately 500 decares of farmland 
in the Musomi^te area and a section of unknown size in the Nevrokop farmland 

area.
